Security Index unless those activities are of such 
a pronounced nature as to clearly and unmistakably 
depict the subject as a dangerous individual who 
could be expected to commit acts inimical to the 
security of the country in time of an emergency • 

In addition, the revised standards 
in effect require evidence which would cause a 
hearing board to hold a subject whereas seme 
of the old standards resolved a case in favor 
of security •
